1. May minutes were handed out tonight and Mr. Jalbert apologized for their tardiness. 

a. MOTION TO ACCEPT MAY MINUTES NANCY CAMPBELL, SECONDED BY TOM CACCAVARRO. APPROVED

2. Mr. Carabello updated the commission on the Transportation Committee Report on Thorndike. The BOS approved an 
evaluation to be completed in that area for access, exiting and parking. Mr. Carabello met today with the engineering department 
and they will try and figure out a way to have more parking and better access. Mr. Carabello will keep the commission up to date 
on this project. 

3. Rink Fees: We have successfully obtained the Rink Lease. Not every community got the lease, and we made a good case. 

The State has a lot of requirements how we use it, and in the first few years will require audits to make sure we adhere to the lease. 
We have to add additional public skate, and additional prime hours will be done. Public Skate may be on Saturday from 4-6. 
Capital investments over the next 20 years were discussed. After the first five years the town will start paying rent to the state. 

4. Fee Increases S15/hour across the board which will allow us to build up reserves to be used for Capital. Rates for youth and 
high school to $165 max and adults and non residents $180. No $ currently in the reserves. Currently we are in a tiered system. 

Mr. Caccavaro encouraged Mr. Jalbert to sit down with the Capital Committee in August to see if some of these improvements 
can be worked into the Capital Plan. Changes will be made to the concession stand. The icetime draft is being done and will be 
done at the July 13**’meeting The major 3 user groups have already had a meeting. This meeting will be a public meeting. Gender 
equity was discussed and ultimately we will support the terms of this contract. 


Concern about making of the ice and ice condition and personnel reading cleaning at the end of the season was discussed briefly. 

Profitability of the concession stand was dramatic, which was due to the following reasons; change in hours, open only at 
profitable times, institution of rec trac, inventory control and the improved accountability of the staff

North Union surfacing is being worked on with Dominic. Spy Pond looks terrific and will be well received. Hardy School visited 
the site and Mr. Vitters and Mr. Jalbert attended. The boat ramp is functional for emergency use, and the fire department has a 
key. Water treatment was done on the pond. There are three trees that may need replacement around the parking lot at Pond 
Lane. Mr. Dodge will be consulted.
